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DETAILED ACTION 

The reply filed on 1 November 2007 is not fully responsive to the prior Office 
Actions because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): no response was given 
regarding the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 102, 103, and 1 12 (from the 23 January 2007 
Office Action). See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be 
bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing 
date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or connection 
in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY BE 
GRANTED UNDER 37 CFR 1.136(a). 

The arguments in the reply filed on 1 November 2007 are not convincing. 
Regarding the arguments on pages 2-5, they are not persuasive since the reasons for 
restriction were proper in the 27 August 2007 Office Action. 

Regarding the "independent" and "distinct" language in 37 C.F.R. § 1 .145 for 
restrictions after first action on the merits, it is the same as 37 C.F.R. § 1 .142 for 
restrictions before first action on the merits. The standard for restriction by original 
presentation is the same as restrictions before first action on the merits.
